The Latest Craze in Hat Trimmings—Oriae” 
lines Beaten Into Obecarity. : 


| The latest craze is to add to the 
ether trimmings of a hat two very 
erect, tall plume-feathers, that stand 
up in the immediate front like pricked-, 
up ears, or two gray goose-gaills set 
on end.’ Most of these feathers are 
decorated with a curious Ind an-look- 
ing device traced in bright gold and 
against the background, which is 
usually dved a brilliant red.

‘The idea ia 
gua nt and novel, and newer than’ the 
“Borns” and “Shakesperian’’ note 
paper again set out at leading station- 
ers as the note paper of the moment.
